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111—9.1(216B) Function. The adult orientation and adjustment center is a residential rehabilitation
program which provides intensive instruction in alternative techniques of blindness and in development
of positive attitudes about blindness. The adult orientation and adjustment center also carries out public
relations and educational programs in an effort to gain public awareness and recognition of the ability of
blind persons to be in the mainstream of society.
